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REMARKS 

Claim 32-47 have been amended to improve readability and place them in proper 
U.S. format. Claims 33, 35, 36, and 38-47 have been amended to correct dependency. Claims 46 
and 47 have been amended to remove multiple dependency. Claims 32-47 are pending. 

In the Office communication mailed September 13, 2006, the Examiner stated that 
Applicants may want to elect between claims 32, 34, and 37 to speed prosecution. Applicants elect 
to prosecute claims 32, 33, 42, 43, 46, and 47. Applicants thank the Examiner for taking the time to 
explain his restriction requirement via telephone today, and request that those reasons be made of 
record in the file via an interview summary form or in the next Office communication.
